mounted fiom his horse, entered the court 
hoube, aud took his seat within the bar — 
lie was known to the courts and lawyers, 
but a stranger to the mass of spectators 
who had gathered orr the occasion. This 
was Patrick Ueury, who, on heaiing of 
this prosecution, had rode some fifty or 
sixty miles fiom his residence in Hanover 
county, to volunteer his =ei \ices in the de- 
fence of the prisoners. 
He listened to the 


fuithei reading of tlie indictuieut with 
marked attention, the first sentence of 
which that had caught his ear was, "For 
preaching the Go^perof the Son of God " 
AVheu the indictment had been read, and
